brinks they dwell, is ſunk from it's uſual Edges. Their Neſts or Burrow 
which they make, are three Stories high, that incaſe exceſſive Rains ſhould 
over-flow their firſt and fecond Floor, they may mount into their Garrets, 
there Sleep in a dry Skin till the Floods abated. They: have two pair 
of Teſtacles, one ſoft and Qily ; and the other pair hard 'or ſolid. The 
Women dry the latter, and grate them into Wine, to further Generation, 
remove the cauſes of Barrenneſs, prevent Miſcarriages, and to ſtrengthen 
Nature againſt, and alſo moderate the Pains 'of Delivery.

Theſe are very numerous in New-Englaud. They are the colour of 4
